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Just What Does 
Mr. Dulles Mean? 


As sympathetic as one can be with 
the plight of Secretary of State John 
Foster Dulles, his public statements are 
still rather confusing. He seems to be a 
little in the dark, too, about the Geneva 
conference, 

In his press conference Tuesday, the 
secretary .said that he does not know of 
any basis in developments at the Geneva 
conference on Asian affairs for any view 
that the United States suffered a diplo- 
matic defeat there. 

If Mr. Dulles doesn't know we suf- 
fered a defeat there, he seems to be about 
the only informed person in the world 
who doesn’t know it. For all intents and 
purposes, American leadership of the free 
world alliance, especially on Asian af- 
fairs, has ceased to exist at the Geneva 
parley. 

Proof of that statement is the fact that 
Mr. Dulles came home rather than face 
the humiliation of taking a secondary 
nlace at the conference now dominated by 
Russia’s Mr. Molctov. 

It is a fact, too, that for the first time 
the Western alliance is split asunder. 
There is no pretense of a united policy 
at Geneva 

In another of those strange contradic- 
tions that so confuse the American people 
—in fact, all the people of the free world 
—Mr. Dulles also said Tuesday that the 
loss-of some-or_all of Indochina would not 
necessarily bring the loss of all Southeast 
Asia 

The Secretary of State says that after 
President Eisenhower has stated repeat- 
ediy that Indochina is the “stopper” in 
the jug and after Vice President Nixon 
said that American troops would be used 
to save it, if necessary. 

ir. Dulles literally reversed the whole 
field of American policy on Indochina 
with that remark. It amounts to writing 
the territory off to communism, to ac- 
cepting its eventual capture and control 
by the Reds. It actually adds up to in- 
viting the Reds to accept no settlement 
except absolute control of all Indochina. 

We have run the entire gamut of va- 
cillation about this vital country. We 
marched up the hill bravely to the Ge- 
neva confab with the declaration that it 
would not fall to communism. We've 
marched back down. We haye since con- 
fessed that we're powerless to help the 
French prevent its fall. Now we're say- 
ing that it doesn't really matter. 

Unless some positive policy—call it 
positive containment, if you like—is 
adopted toward Asia, the whole area will 
go Communist. The administration, Mr. 
Dulles and a divided GOP in Congress 
had best get together. but quick on some 
“stopper” that will prevent Red conquest 
of a continent on which the future of all 
free people depends.

TB Hospital Solution 
Is Ha ppy Compromise 


Chairman Hughes Spalding of the Ful- 
ton-DeKalb Hospital Authority has come 
up with a happy solution to the pressing 
problem of what to do about a tuber- 
culosis hosnital in the Atlanta area. It is 
logical and meets with hearty approval of 
those who have been concerned with the 
need and with the lack of facilities to 
meet it. 

Mr. Spalding suggests that 75 beds be 
made available in the new Grady Hospital 
for tuberculosis patients and that a “rea- 
sonable nurfYber” of beds also be’ provided 
for. convalescent, long-ierm TB sufferers 
— probably in the present Grady Hospital 
buildings. There should be little trouble 
in arranging for the state to participate 
in the latter program as part of its regu- 
lar statewide TB control program. 

The solution will not only settle a 
simmering controversy but will meet a 
pressing public health program that is 
with us now. Whether it will handicap 
other Grady services has not heen an- 
swered, but administrative problems of 
this nature can be ironed out in time. 
While additional beds may be needed for 
a time, an attack on the problem now will 
actually reduce the number required in 
the future. 

Mr. Spalding is to be congratulated for 
his forward-looking recommendations 
and for his continued contributions to 
civic welfare in guiding the Hospital Au- 
thority. His fellow citizens in the At- 
lanta area are deeply grateful. 


Hartsfield Joins Plea 
For Public Housing 


Atlanta's Mayor William B. Hartsfield 
has joined, and very properly, with the 
mayors of 15 other leading American 
cities in a petition to Congress that it ex- 
pand, not curtail, the federal housing 
program. 

The mayors supported their plea with 
a statement of the imperative need for 
jow-ineome housing and with the further 


statement that the federal and state gov- 
ernments have so preempted the main 
tax sources as to leave the cities incapable 
of doing the housing job alone. The mu- 
nicipal officials said, ‘The Federal Gov- 
ernment must continue to lead the fight 
against the blight of our cities.” 

No one denies the existence of 
blighted areas in our cities and the blight 
is not confined to the metropolitan areas 
alone. Every community, large or small, 
has its slums, its housing unfit for hu- 
man habitation. 

Everyone admits the need for a low- 
cost housing program. A house is a come- 
modity. Good housing is a part of the 
standard of living, along with a good au- 
tomobile, a refrigerator and a TV set. The 
objective is to get as decent housing into 
the hands of as many families as pos- 
sible. 

So far the government has taken the 
lead in trying to meet the market. Prog- 
ress has been slow. Government must 
continue to hold the initiatrve until pri- 
vate enterprise rises to the occasion. 

Until that time, government must car- 
rv the ball. The 16 mayors, including our 
own, are right. The administration's pro- 
posed public housing program is “too Lit- 
tle and too late.” It should be expanded, 
not cut back, as the reactionaries on Capi- 
tol Hill propose.

But his 'vast success ended at the 
football field. They say he never backed a political winner. 

Alabama knew the right man had succeeded Wade when 
Thomas took his great '34 herd of Red Elephants to meet Stanford 
in the Rose Bowl. A segment of ‘Californians, some always un- 
happy with the selection, rose up that day and shouted from time 
to time: *‘We want Minnesota!’’ After Howell and his friends had 
rung up 32 points in 20 minutes, without benefit of platoons, dur- 
ing: which the Alabama contingent answered back: “WE want 
Minnesota !”’ 

A heart condition began to tear him down during the 
1946 season. He resigned as head coach that winter and took 
up the dogged fight to save his life. He stayed as close to 
football as possible, came to games in an ambulance, drove 
to the practice field with friends to hear the grunt and snarls 
of the Big Red boys at play. He attempted a television show 
and once considered the prospects of turning out a syndicated 
column.

Criticism of Child’s Height 


Can Cause Undue Suffering 


The grandmother of the family was a Dresden doll of a 
woman, tiny, fragile, delicately boned, and not even five feet 


tall. On each visit she would 
what seemed horror and say 
*‘But they're so tall!’’, 

Then, looking at Molly, the 
youngest, who at 11 or 12 already 
was taller than she, she would 
chuckle a little wickedly and say, 
“Why. look at Molly! She's big 
enough this minute to do the 
family wash.”’ 

Molly wanted her grandmoth 
er's high esteem, and as she 
grew she felt somehow it was 
slipping away. So she began .to 
slink when her grandmother vis- 
ited, and slump, and stoop. 


She was not abnormally tall. 
She was only taller than many 
girls her age and taller than her 
grandmother. Yet this continual 
implied criticism fi'led her with 
a shame that lasted years. 


CHILDREN SUFFER 


Adolescent girls suffer agony 
when adults discuss their height. 
Adolescent boys suffer possibly 
even more when adults discuss 
ther lack of -height. 

What is not generally known 
is that small children can suffer 
just as much as older ones when 
disparaging remarks are made 
about their size or lack of it. The 
remarks are not meant to be 
disparaging. 

They are made in a rather de- 
spairing way by parents. Some- 
times they are made jokingly. A 
father will say; “Isn't my Billy 
a shrimp, though?” Or a mother 
may Say, “Molly grows like a 
horse!"

B. R. Nix is a real estate man. 
But there was one house he 
couldn't sell 

When a stone home at 4580 
Chamblee-Tucker. Rd. went on 
the market two years ago, he 
drove out to prepare a sales talk. 
But the green trees and hox- 
woods outside every window and 
the country peace and quiet sold 
him all right. 

So Mr. and Mrs. Nix and teen 
aged John and Joe packed up 
and headed out 16 miles from 
town—a 29 to 31 mfhutes drive. 
(They time it each Sunday). 

But they 


are rural enough to 
have 1,150 chickens on nearly 
five acres, four cows and a pig.
